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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed on 4/29/2001 has been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 37-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 37, line 6 the term " the data" is confusing. It may refer to the "scramble data" in 
line 2 or the "scrambled data" in line 5. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitied to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publicatian in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 37-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Toshiba (EP 939552 A2). 

Toshiba discloses in Figure 2A a recording medium (21) for recording information that 
comprises means to generate pseudo-random number sequence (3) in accordance with 
the value of the scramble data (see Figure 3B audio data is scrambled), means to 
generate scrambled data by performing logical operation (adder 7) on the pseudo 
random number sequence and the scramble data.

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Yamamoto (USP 5,432,853) discloses system for encoding and 
decoding scrambled data.
